Showing an_ increase of 487 
pupils over September 1926, toval 
enrollment in the Richmond public 
schools amounts to 5,611 according 
ing to figures released * yesterday 
by Miss Nora Ashfield, assistant 
superintendent of schools. This is 
an increase of 1500 over the en- 
rollment of 1923. 

The figures are distributed as 
follows: Elementary, 3140; Kinder- 
garten, 352; Junior High School, 
1249 and High School, 783. 

In the kindergarten there are 
195 boys and 157 girls; elemen- 
tary schools, 1607 boys and 1533 
girls; junior high, 606 boys. and
